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Ray of hope for 
llminster Library 


AS ILMINSTER was poised to do 
serious battle to save its library from 
closure, it seemed there may have 
been a reprieve, although the petition 
is still running and the signs are stay¬ 
ing up for now. 

Somerset County Council an¬ 
nounced on Tuesday that they have a 
new proposal to put before their 
committee next month, which means 
that nine libraries previously marked 
for closure could now be saved, in¬ 
cluding llminster and Martock. 

A year’s grace has been proposed 
for a further five threatened libraries, 
including South Petherton, to help 
communities gear up to take them 
over. 

These proposals save all libraries in 
major towns but the planned £ 1.35m 
saving would still be achieved with 
reductions in opening hours pro¬ 
posed across all libraries in Somer¬ 
set, leaving the staff with an 
uncertain future. Library users may 
also be asked for voluntary contribu¬ 
tions to help fund the service. 

Council Leader Ken Maddock 
said: “We have listened to what peo-

pie said and put our residents’ views 
at the heart of our decision making. 
We carried out a hugely effective 
public consultation and the over¬ 
whelming message was that people 
understood the savings needed but 
wanted us to spread the cuts more 
evenly - that’s what we’re looking to 
do.” 

Comprehensive consultations car¬ 
ried out by the county council saw 
around 1,000 people attend face-to- 
face meetings, around 10,000 re¬ 
sponses to feedback forms and 
hundreds of letters and emails to 
council members. 

Cabinet member for community, 
Christine Lawrence said: “People 
understood the need to make sav¬ 
ings, but thought the greatest impact 
would be felt in rural areas. They 
wanted to see the savings shared out 
among all libraries, including those 
in the biggest towns.” 

The new proposal now goes to 
councillors early next month for dis¬ 


cussion before the major budget set¬ 
ting full council on Wednesday, Leb- 
ruary 16th, when the final decision 
will be made. 

• THE announcement by Somerset 
County Council that it has revised its 
proposals for the closure of libraries 
prompted a comment from district 
councillor Pauli Robathan who has 
been campaigning to save South 
Petherton library from closure. 

He said: “The Library Service has 
proposed that South Petherton Li¬ 
brary stay open for a year so that the 
community can plan to take it over 
in 2012. 

“That’s a welcome reprieve, but 
not as good as other libraries that are 
to remain open. We need to start 
planning right now how to fund and 
manage our own library, and I will 
be putting forward proposals to the 
Parish Council in the next few 
weeks.” 

Protestors will be holding a ‘read- 
in’ at the library at 11am - 1pm on 
Saturday Lebruary 5th. Posters will 
go up everywhere by this weekend.

LONG awaited work on a major project to transform 
Chard’s Redstart Park play area began this week with 
installer from Play UK starting with proper surfaced 
circular path around the whole are for the benefit of all. 

Led and funded by South Somerset District Council, 
the scheme will see a new zip line, basket swing, rotat¬ 
ing scale swing and roundabout added to the play area, 
with the existing facilities refurbished. 

The design, which also includes the creation of earth 
mounds, landscaping and improved footpaths, was in¬ 
fluenced by local people at consultation events last 
year.

Chard councillor Jenny Kenton supported the project 
from the start and said: “These improvements to such 
a well-used park will make a huge difference to the 
children and parents who use it and this scheme will 
mean the park remains a real asset for years to come. I 
have been waiting for this since I was first elected and 
am so pleased to see work starting.” 

The district council held open meetings and displays 
of the designs at Redstart Primary School with dozens 
having their say the project.

T ATWORTH Primary School Class 2 had a visit 
from Nick Hampshire of Bugfest this week to help 
them on their way with a term projects about bugs 
and insects. 

The class gathered in the school hall for a very interest¬ 
ing presentation with real scorpions, spiders, and stick in¬ 
sects. They will be having their own stick insects and 
caterpillars in class so they can watch the process of egg 
laying, hatching and metamorphosis. They also want to 
build an ant farm and will be heading out to pond dip in 
the school’s own pond and scouring the hedgerows for 
all things tiny. 

Mr Wadham introduced them to several very large spi¬ 
ders, including a goliath bird eater which he said was 
quite harmless to them despite being nine inches across. 

He also demonstrated how scorpions were fluorescent 
and told the children that even their fossils have retained 
the ability to fluoresce. The children were amazed to hear 
that the first scorpions were around about a 110 million 
years before the dinosaurs and were as long as the 
benches they were sitting on and as wide as a car. 

The children had made stick insects out of garden cane 
and string and written questions to ask Mr Wadham about 
the strange creatures. Then he got some very exotic ones 
out for them to hold, which was great fun for most and a 
challenge of bravery for a few.

HEAD veterinary nurse Anne Will- 
son from the Kingfisher Practice 
in Crewkerne, is taking part in the 
Borneo challenge in October, to 
raise funds for Blue Cross and to 
help in the conservation of the nat¬ 
ural habitat of orangutans.

Celebrating 150 years of Masons in Crewkerne 


MEMBERS of the Parrett 
and Axe Lodge of the 
Freemasons assembled at 
their lodge in South Street 
Crewkerne to celebrate the 
anniversary year of its 
founding, 150 years ago. 

The lodge was conse¬ 


crated by the Reverend J F 
Thomas at the George 
Hotel on July 10th, 1860. 

They continued to meet 
there until 1890 when ac¬ 
cording to lodge returns, 
the meetings were held at 
the Town Hall. 


After an abortive attempt 
to purchase the old Crewk¬ 
erne Grammar School be¬ 
hind the church in 1916, 
the meetings moved to 
their current premises in 
South Street where the 
dedication took place on 


December 19th, 1933. 

The minutes throughout 
the 150 years have been 
retained and record that 
meetings of the Provincial 
Grand Lodge took place 
there in 1895 and 1924. 

The family of Budge was 
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closely associated with the 
lodge, providing Worship¬ 
ful Masters during 1867- 
1904. One of those who 
attended the consecration 
was the Reverend Hugh 
Norris, a renowned physi¬ 
cian and surgeon living in 
South Petherton. 

His interest in local his¬ 
tory and submissions to the 
Somerset Archaeology So¬ 
ciety, later resulted in his 
establishment of the Norris 
Collection, now at the mu¬ 
seum, currently under re¬ 
furbishment at Taunton 
Castle. 

The Right Honourable 
William John Lydson, Earl 
Poulet joined in 1911 and 
another notable member 
was doctor William 
Wescott who, following a 
medical career in Martock 
in 1871, went on to be¬ 
come coroner for north 
east London at the time of 
the Ripper murders. He 
was initiated into the lodge 
in 1871 and became Mas¬ 
ter in 1877. 

The Lodge prospered 
over the years with a repu¬ 
tation for being a happy 
one. 

Many were called to 
service and died for their 
country and the building it¬ 
self has survived burglary 
and fire. 

Following a dedication of 
the new lodge banner in 
the company of the Provin¬ 
cial Grand Master and his 
team, members of the 
lodge and guests held a 
celebration dinner at The 
George Hotel. 

The Worshipful Master 
Peter Woodward thanked 
the Provincial Grand Mas¬ 
ter and the 86 brethren who 
attended saying how 
pleased he was that they 
had assembled for their 
celebration at the birth¬ 
place of the lodge.

P UPILS of Crewkeme first schools - Ash- 
lands, St Bartholomew’s and Misterton 
all started a major project on World War 
II last week. 

The subject was kicked off by a visit from 
Toby Stok of the South Somerset Museum 
Service who turned 
up at the schools 
dressed as a 
British Army offi¬ 
cer of the Intelli¬ 
gence Corps. 

One of the first things 
the pupils learned was that as 
schoolchildren of WWII they would have 
stood up whenever an adult entered the room. 
He showed them how to clench their fists with 
thumbs outside and arms straight down by 
their sides, standing straight as pencils. Head¬ 
teacher at Ashlands, Carol Wills, was very im¬ 
pressed when she paid Beech class a visit and 
they all jumped to their feet. 

Mr Stok came armed with various genuine 
items from wartime. Two of the children were 
dressed in school uniform of the time and 
everyone was given an identity card to fill out 
with the address of the school and the date of 
the start of the war - September 3rd, 1939. The 
change in terminology since that time meant

such as Christian and surname, schools now 
use first and last instead. They were told: “Put 
down a false name and we will have to arrest 
you as a spy!” 

There was much hilarity when they were told 
the boys would have been in short trousers 
until the age of 16 and even the girls objected 
to being relegated to skirts and dresses all year 
round. He told them how the older boys would 
take the caps off the younger ones and give 
them a dead leg by flicking the hard peak at 
their legs. His stories brought the whole thing 
to life and the children hung on his every 
word.

of warning to the children who were only al¬ 
lowed to try on the masks minus their filters.

The new courses take place at East Lambrook Manor 
Gardens, the iconic cottage garden created in the 1950s 
by celebrated plantswoman and gardening writer the late 
Margery Fish. Mike and Gail Werkmeister, who bought 
the famous gardens in 2008, are fully behind the new 
courses, which are based in the Malthouse at East Lam¬ 
brook but also make full use of the gardens and nursery. 
There will be hands-on experience too as each student 
will have his or her own plot. 

Mr Werkmeister commented: “The autumn wasn’t the 
same without students from Yeovil College using the gar¬ 
dens, so when John approached us we gave him our full 
support. Past students have told me how much fun his 
lectures are and some even end up volunteering in the 
garden. He has done an amazing job getting things off 
the ground in less than three months and we’ve already 


got 19 students on the two courses which is fantastic.” 

The courses, which will lead to the East Lambrook 
Diploma in Horticulture, are aimed at those wanting to 
learn more about gardens, plants and how to look after 
them and are for complete beginners and those with some 


experience. Mr Horsey also hopes to run short courses 
on topics such as pests and diseases and pruning if there 
is sufficient demand, as well as offer a garden consultancy 
service.

MIDDLE England, breathe easy. Normal service has been resumed. 

A couple of weeks ago I dedicated Food to the plight of marmalade, sales of which have dropped con¬ 
siderably over the course of the year to October 2010. (2.5 million fewer jars to be precise). In that piece, 
treading very carefully, I suggested that this drop may be explained in part to the rise of the home arti¬ 
san. 

After all, this year I personally made nearly 201b of marmalade to be enjoyed not only by myself but a 
wider circle of family and friends. That's 20 jars that won't be purchased, and although insignificant 
when compared to the 2.5 million figure, if the picture is replicated over the country then it could be¬ 
come an important factor. 

In one of my other jobs I am a maths teacher (regular readers of Food will also know I spend time as a 
Church youth worker too), and this training has taught me better than to make wild statistical statements 
with no backing. Disraeli was right when he said there are lies, damn lies and statistics, but I wouldn't 
want to add to that list by making too strong a claim without any data to hand whatsoever. Should I 
have done so, I would have liked to have made a firmer case in my previous article, but took the conser¬ 
vative route. 

It was with great delight, therefore, that when I opened my copy of The Times on Saturday, January 
22nd, I found an article putting forward the exact same thesis, but with some evidence on which to 
base it. 

Mathematical caution is still required, but there is much to celebrate in these numbers. Online searches 
of marmalade recipes on Waitrose.com jumped 80 per cent in the first two weeks of January compared 
with the same time last year, while sale of of organic Seville oranges - the main ingredient - rose by 30 
per cent like for like over the same period. In addition, pectin (which some but not all recipes use) were 
40 percent higher. 

Quite how these figures translate into actual jars of marmalade was not modelled, and we might not 
expect this data to be uniformly repeated over all supermarkets. After all, might we not safely assume 
that more people look for Seville Oranges in Waitrose than in Aldi? Possibly, or possibly not, but there 
is also the network of farm shops, greengrocers and trading co-operatives to be considered and the 
sales figures there could be even higher. However, this we can tell - interest and intention of home pro¬ 
duction of marmalade is on the increase. 

This is worthy of celebration. There are many perfectly delicious pre-prepared marmalades on the mar¬ 
ket, but as a nation is it not of value for generations to relearn skills of the past, to take pleasure in the 
stove and to bring it with love to the family dining table? 

Idyllic middle-English sentimentalism perhaps, but I'd rather see it as part of the joinery of us recon¬ 
necting with seasonal cooking and eating. Sevilles come in January.That's the time to make marmalade 
to last the year. Make the most of it, which many appear to have done.
